France Has To 
Decide 


ERHAPS the most din- 
turbing feature of tho 
present conduct of the Indo- 
China war in the difference 
in the policies of the French 
who are fighting it nnd thore 
of the Americans who are 
aubaidising it, this yenr to 
the tune of more than one 
thousand million — dollars. 
Feeling among French 
Parliamentarians appears to 
be unanimous that the war 
must be brought to an end 
by negotiations as soon O48 
posnible, The world = can 
aympathise with their 
feclings for this hopeless 
war of “never-never”  vic- 
toriey has dragged on for 
seven years, has cost the! 
armies of the French and 
the Assucinted States 110,- 
000 casualtign and about 
£1,000,000 a day in moncy. 
‘She Americans, however. 
take o different view. The 
American service chiefs are 
calling « conference shortly 
to discuss a “new strategy” 
for the conduct of the war 
which involves sinking con- 
siderably more than 2,000 
million dollars into Indo- 
China in various forms of 
nid in the next two years. 
They belleve the power of 
the Vietminh is weakening, 
that the “atmosphere is tm- 
proving” and that the new 
strategy will probably result 
in victory for France in 
two years. Clearly the 
Americans have no intention 
of allowing the war to be 
concluded at present with 
the Vietminh holding more 
than two-fifths of Indo- 
China. And since the French 
are accepting huge grants of 
American aid they can hard- 
ly complain of Waahington 


interference. 


HE French Premier, M. 

Laniel, yas announced his 
terms for 4 truce. They can 
only be described as wishful 
thinking in the extreme in 
view of Mr Molotov’s latest 
foreign policy statement. M. 
Laniel wanta the complete 
evacuation of rebels from 
Laos, Cambodia and south- 
ern Vietnam for’ a start. 
In short he is asking before 
any truce can be discussed 
that the Vietminh should 
give up at least a third of 
the territory it now holds. 
France apparently has no 
proposal for the future of 
northern Vietnam — which, 
with the exception of one or 
two isolated pockets, is vir- 
tually under complete 
Vietminh control.

Letters and cables from the Belgian Ameri- 
can Banking Corporation, New York, US corres- 
pundents for the defendant Bank, regarding the 
freezing by the US Government of US$449,504.43 
being amounts received from plaintiffs against 
authorities to negotiate which had not yet been 
utilised, were read to the Court at the resumed 
hearing of a two-million dollar deposit claim be- 
fore Mr Justice Reynolds in the Supreme Court 
this morning. re 

Defendants’ New York correspondents in a letter of 
May 22, 1961, further advised the defendant Bank that 
the US Treasury Department had granted them licence 
to transfer this sum from the defendants’ blocked account 
with them to ao blocked account in the name of plaintiffs. 


Plaintiffs are the China 
Mutual Trading Company, 13- 
27 Ice House Street and they 
are claiming for the rcturn 
from the Bunque Belge Pour 
l'Etranger (Extreme - Orient) * 
Societe Anonyme, of Edinburgh 
House, of HK$2,590,171.96, 
being the balance of margins 
Paid in connection with the 
importation of certain goods 
into Hongkong. 

Plaintiffs claim repayment of 
this sum with interest thercun. 
or alternatively the equivalent 
in Hongkong dollars of US$449,- 
504.43, or alternatively damages. 

The Defence {js that the 
margins had, at the request of 
the plaintiffs, been converted 
into US dollars and that they 
were held by the defendants in 
US, dollars in the United States.
